THE OHIO CAMPAIGN. 


Tho campaign in Ohio continues to bo 


one of the warmest in the history of the 
State. The Democrats are short of funds 
as they havs neither manufacturers nor 
Federal officials to assess, but .speakers 
volunteer their services without fee or 
reward and discuss the National issues 
involved in the campaign, which arc: 
The taxation of the many for the benefit 
of the few and the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. 


The Republicans are well 
supplied 


with the sinews of war, and if money is 
as potent a factor in determining elec 
tions in the Buckeye State, as it has been 
iu Nevada, Campbell will be snowed un- 
der ia November. 
Every manufacturer 


in the United States ,\vho is being en- 
riched by the McKinley bill, is contribut- 
ing liberally to elect McKiuley. The 
names of thirty steel firms in Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania, who contributed $20,000 
to buy votes for Sherman and McKinley 
in Ohio have been published. 
One of 


those contributors, who was asked for a 
second donation, became disgusted and 
gave the names of the firms for publica- 
tion. 
What Wall Street has done in the 


way of contributions to prevent the suc- 
cess of tho free coinage advocates iu tho 
State, has not yet been disclosed and 
probably 
will not be, unless, as in the 


Pittsburg case, soino broker, who dis- 
likes to be repeatedly called on for con- 
tributions, gives tho names of the con- 
tributors and the amount of their con- 
tributions to the public. 


It is said that Campbell will carry the 


State outside of Hamilton county, by a 
small majority. 
Hamilton county, in 


which the city of Cincinnati is situated, 
polls a large vote, and will doubtless de- 
termine tho ^election, and as money is 
more potent in tho cities than among 
farming communities, it will be used with 
effect in Cincinnati.

Better every just expansion of private 
freedom than any growth of govern- 
mental function, still more of govern- 
mental usurpation."

PEOPLE'S PARTY IN CALIFORNIA. 


The People's party and Farmers' Alli- 


ance of California met in joint conven- 
tion at Los Angeles, adjusted their politi- 
cal differences and adopted a platform. 
The new party renounces all allegiance 
to old political parties, approves the 
platform adopted at Cincinnati May 19, 
1891, and demands the abolition of Na- 
tional banks, the substitution of Treajury 
notes for bank notes to be loaned on non- 
perishable products at low interest; the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver; the 
forfeiture of all land grants, not actually 
in use, by railroads, and that all reve- 
nue shall be limited to the expenses of 
the Government. The platform also fa- 
vors the Government ownership of rail- 
roach; the election of tho President and 
Vice President by direct vote of the peo- 
ple; abolition of the liquor traffic; wo- 
man suffrage, the abolition of the Pink- 
ertons, and paying soldiers the difference 
between depreciated currency and coin, 
that is, treating them tho same as the 
bondholders. 


A committee on State organization, 


consisting of prominent citizens 
from 


very 
county in the State, was 
ap- 


pointed, and E. N. Wardell of Los An- 
geles was elected Chairman. W. H. 
Brings, of Stanislaus, Vice President and 
W. N. Swayne of San Joaquin Secre- 
tary. 


There is one objection to the platform 


and that is that it demands too much, 
and deals with questions which are not 
agitated by the people at present. 
It 


comes out squarely on the silver issue 
proving that tho farmers and working- 
men, of which the convention was com- 
posed, favor free coinage. 
It asks that 


the Government loan money at a low 
rate of interest on non-perishable pro- 
ducts, and in this respect follows the 
precedent established by the Sherman 
Silver Act, under which tho Government 
issues certificates redeemable in silver 
bullion. 


The Convention proves that in Califor- 


nia, 
as in the States east of the Rocky 


Mountains, there is dissatisfaction among 
farmers and producers generally with the 
Administration, and that there will be 
three tickets in the field in the Golden 
State next year, one of which at least 
will advocate the remuneration of sil- 
ver. 


Chill and the United States.

WASHINGTON, October 24.—Further per- 


sistent inquiry of the officers of the Gov- 
ernment in regard to the Valparaiso inci- 
dent, shows conclusively that the Adminis- 
tration does not regard it a simple street 
brawl for which the Chilian Government 
cannot be bold responsible, but as an in- 
sult to the honor and flag of the United 
States, calling for the most vigorous diplo- 
matic treatment. 
Information at hand 


shows that so far none of the Chilians con- 
cerned in the attack have been arrested and 
so far as known no steps taken to punish 
them in any way for their action. The au- 
thorities nt Washington are very indignant 
at the apparent indifference displayed by 
the Chilian Government and Minister Egan 
has been instructed to take prompt aud 
vigorous measures to secure proper repara- 
tion.

an acre of land witb rain will be maoh less 
than it can be done by ditcbea even if there 
was plenty of water to run in the ditches.
